It was a memorable day early in September, 1944, when thirty-six eager students 
gathered at school to enroll in the College of Knowledge as freshmen. Much over- 
whelmed by the superority of the upper-classmen, the seniors, we made our grand 
entrance at initiation appareled in burlap sacks and green ribbons tied ’round our 
toes. Our class acted as a body for the first time when we chose Mrs. Maxine Fry, 
class sponsor; Iola Schafstall, president; Marilyn Niedermier, vice president; Vir- 
ginia Suver, secretary; Mary Dow, treasurer; and Allan Weithman and Mary Eck- 
stein, student council representatives. 

Our sophomore year opened with all the old members back and with one new 
member, Delma Weir. Helena Kreim was chosen to lead the class throughout the 
year with Mary Alice Schill, vice-president; Annabel Niedermier, secretary; Gene- 
vieve Tobin, treasurer; Virginia Suver and Eddie Weithman, student council repre- 
sentatives. We were pleased that one of our girls, Virginia Suver, was elected by the 
student body to represent Dutchtown as candidate for Corn Queen. A few boys were 
on the reserve basketball team; namely, Eddie Weithman, Carl Kehres, John Barn- 
hart, and Robert Springer. 

As we became upper-classmen we added one new member, Harold Osborn. Ot 
course the boys were very happy to welcome Haro!d as they were greatly out- 
numbered by the girls. The class officers elected were Robert Springer, president; 
Harold Osborn, vice-president; Mary Eckstein, secretary-treasurer; Alice Kehres 
and John Barnhart, student council representatives. We started our activities by 
presenting the play “Aunt Susie Shoots the Works” on November 15. In the spring 
Miss Loyer accompanied a group of us to Cleveland to see the opera “Aida.” Next in 
line came the excitement of preparing a banquet for the seniors. A Spanish theme 
was carried out in our decorations, program, and menu. 

In the fall of 1947 we came back to school as seniors—and to the busiest year of 
all. Among our activities were the publishing of this Ne-Wa-Hi, initiating the fresh- 
men, sponsoring a round dance, and pyesenting the play “The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn.’ We chose green and white for our class colors and the pink 
carnation for our class flower. 

Now that we are ready for life outside the school room we will ever keep in 
mind our motto: “‘The elevator to success is not running, take the stairs.”
